He Played the Role of Enoch 
Arden For Many Years. 

Returns to Kentucky to Find Hie First Wife 



Very few negroes in Kentucky to-day 
have lived as eventful a life aa Steven 
Bowmer who now lives at Darned in 
this county. 

He was born in Breckenridge and 
became the property of W. H. Bow- 
mer, of this city, who sold him to Burril 
Hensler. When Steven Bowmer was 
about 20 years of age he was married to 
a Blave woman on a neighboring farm 
and shortly after the union was taken to 
Louisville by Hensler who sold him to a 
Louisiana siu-nr planter for $1,000. 

Bowmer was taken south and while in 
that country lost sight of his Kentucky 
He married twice in thirty years, 
and after the death of hia last wife in 
Louisiana he longed to return to "ole 
Kaintuck." 

He left Louisiana and settled at I lam- 
ed, this county, last August. A few 
weeks ago he found that his first wife 
was still living and last Suuday they 
V"- united in marriage. * 

The story told hy Bowmer in detail is 
exceedingly interesting. He was of fine 
physique biuI the last time he appeared 
on the auction block he brought $1,660 
which was then cousidered a good price. 
Out of the twenty-four slave, that were 
sold with him, one, an expert carpenter, 
brought *2,500. 

He wa. shipped to Louisiana where he 
went to work in the cane fields of the 
Briscow plantation on which 270 able- 
bodied slaves were employed. 

Shortly after becoming one ol the chat- 
tels of the Briscow plantation the over- 
seer came to him with an ugly looking 
wench and told liowmer that the woman 
had been selected as his wife. Bowmer 
was rather aesthetic in hia tastes and 
told tbe overseer that he would rather 
die than live with the woman. The 
overseer laughed good naturedly and let 
natter drop then and there. Shortly 
after Bowmer was taken froui the tields 
and made coachman fur ins niaBter.

White Kiver and Southern I'tes ou ac- 
count of the cession ol about N,(KX),(KX) 
seres of land to the United states under 
a treaty of 1880, in consideration of cer- 
tain benefits 

The treaty required that the land 
should be subjected to cash entry only, 
and that the proceeds, after reimburse- 
ment to the United States for sums ap 
propriated and set aside in the Ulead 
and paying for lands which might be 
cedeotothe Uiesbythe United States 
outside of the reservation at tl 25 per 
acre, should be deposited to their credit 
in the treasury, the interest payable to 
the I tea annually with the rest of their 
annuitv money. This claim has not 
been settled, aud no statement made a 
to the amount of money collected for 
this land. The agent says : 

" It does not appear that the United 
States lias ceiled them any lands outside 
of their reservation. If the lale Uncom- 
phagre Reservation is considered to have 
been so ceded it has practically again 
been absorbed by the United States. I 
believe the Government has appropri- 
ated from this Colorado land a large tim- 
ber reserve, for which, it seems to me, 
the Indians are justly entitled to pay. 
The matter should be can fully investi. 
gated." 

The denial of the rights of these 
Indians to hunt in their old reservation, 
in accordance with the Colorado game 
laws, is complained of as an injustice aud 
violation of their treaty rights, and the

If Mr. Gladstone seldom indulged in 
sarcasm, it was not because he lacked 
the gift— for he possessed it in a high 
degree — but bocause he forbore to use 
it To hurt an opponent's foelings gave 
him pain and when he did it uninten- 
tionally he would sometimes cross the 
floor of the houso, and, sitting for a few 
moments by the side of the man whom 
he had just demolished, say something 
to assuage the wound. One of his most 
persistent, but nover ill natured, critics 
was the late Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
who told mo the following story to il- 
lustrate this generous trait in Mr. Glad- 
stone's oharacter.

The oddest domicile on earth in that 
recently erected by an eminent German 
bacteriolog'st.

SEA BATHING. 



The length of time one should remain 
In the water depends, first, npon the 
temperature of the water, and, second, 
npon the coudition of the individual, 
aaya the Now York Voico. If tho water 
la quite cold and the individual feeble, 
a dip lusting not more thau one or two 
minutes will be sufficient to produce 
the maximum of bouoflt. A longer stay 
would prove exhausting and injurious. 
A person who is stronger may endure 
the same temperature for five or tun 
minutes without disadvantage, bnt few 
persons wonld cure to remain in water 
' " legreea f..r longer than the time 
aud fueblo persons may be injur- 
ed by more than a hasty dip beneath 
the unrfaoe. 

Fifteen to 90 minutes is as long ai 
oat persona can remuiu in the water 
with benefit, except perhaps on 
Tery warmest days, when " 

of the water approaches more near- 
ly that of the body. The sensations ex- 
perienced upon anatBg from the water 
are a very excclleut guide to tho dura- 
tion of the bath. A feeling of well be- 
ing, buoyancy and increased vigor ia an 
indication that the bath has beeu beue- 
al. A sensation of malaise, languor 
headache, prolonged shivering and 
weakness are evidence that the bath 
baa been too greatly prol.uigod. Neglect 
to regulate tho bath according to the 
U ui|» ruture of the water, the tempera- 
tore of the air and the patient's coudi- 
tiun deprives a large number of people 
of the bum-lits they might otherwise de-
